Cabinet takes 
5% pay cut 


Wages. Prentice 
says ministers would 
make about $ioK less 
annually, encourages 
others in government 
to follow suit

The government payroll got 
lighter Thursday after Premier 
Jim Prentice announced a five 
per cent cut to cabinet wages, 
with MLAs and possibly gov¬ 
ernment workers next in line. 

Following a meeting, Pren¬ 
tice said his cabinet agreed to 
cut their pay and he will ask 
MLAs to take the same hit 
next week, while continuing 
to suggest public servants will 
have to sacrifice. 

“I think this is the kind 
of leadership that Albertans 
expect from their elected of¬ 
ficials in these challenging 
times,” he said. 

Prentice said if all MLAs 
agreed to the cut it would 


save about $600,000. He said 
personally it would mean 
he would make $10,887 less 
next year and ministers would 
see $10,050 less on their pay- 
cheques. 

If MLAs agree to cut, when 
it goes to their member ser¬ 
vices committee, it will cost 
them $6,700 per year. 

Prentice said discussions 
with provincial unions are on¬ 
going, but he believes Alber¬ 
tans will want to see the pain 
shared. 

“They expect people who 
work for the government, 
whether we’re elected or 
whether they’re employees, 
to share part of that burden,” 
he said. 

AUPE president Guy Smith 
said the premier sacrificing 
part of his salary has no im¬ 
pact on his members’ willing¬ 
ness to sacrifice theirs. 

“For us it makes no dif¬ 
ference; we have a collective 
agreement that we signed 
with the Government of Al¬ 
berta,” he said. “We expect the 
government to honour that 
collective agreement.”

Minister all ears 
for GSA talks 

Alberta’s head of education 
said the government is in 
“listening mode” when it 
comes to potential planning 
for gay-straight alliances 
(GSAs) legislation. 

Minister Gordon Dirks 
told media Thursday that he 
appreciates the opportunity 
to hear as many perspec¬ 
tives as possible, as he at¬ 
tended the Rocky Mountain 
Civil Liberties Association 
public consultation on GSAs 
in Edmonton. 

The event’s panel heard 
speakers from government, 
LGBTQ advocates and stu¬ 
dents, with the intention of 
submitting a list of recom¬ 
mendations to the province 
for Bill 10 after the even¬ 
ing’s discussion. Dirks said 
there were several themes 
he’s heard repeatedly when 
it comes to GSAs. 

“One of them is that 
children who desire a GSA 
should have one and that’s 
certainly been the position 
of myself and our govern¬ 
ment; That children who 
desire a GSA should be able 
to have one,” he said. 

Dirks said his goal as 
education minister is to 
ensure children receive 
education in a safe environ¬ 
ment, free of bullying. 

Kiyl Fairall of MacEwan 
Sexual Health Club said the 
safety of LGTBQ students 
is a fundamental right and 
legislation is needed to 
protect students. 

“We believe that there 
absolutely needs to be 
legislation in place when 
it comes to forming GSAs 
in eveiy school board 
across the province, as not 
eveiy LGBTQyouth may 
have a supportive adult or 
individual who is willing to 
advocate for them in their 
eveiyday lives.”

Old Man Winter had better 
watch his back, as Edmonton 
now has official winter design 
guidelines thanks to a group of 
citizens who put a ‘winter map’ 
together. 

Outdoor firepits, snow stor¬ 
age and protecting people from 
the wind are all part of the 
guidelines. 

“This isn’t tomorrow that 


it’s implemented and all of 
a sudden it’s revolutionaiy. 
What we’re doing here is plant¬ 
ing a lot of seeds that are go¬ 
ing to germinate,” said Simon 
O’Byme, co-chair of the Winter- 
City Strategy committee. 

A portion of the document 
focuses on design suggestions 
to “make it easier to get around 
in winter” for pedestrians and 
cyclists, specifically mentioning 
piloting raised crosswalks and 
heated walking surfaces. 

Molly MacDougall, who’s 
testing out winter cycling for 
the first time this season, said 
the design guidelines make 
sense. 

“The snow removal strategy 
which mentioned that snow 
would be cleared to the edge 
of the roadways is significant 


for cyclists in areas where it’s 
not a separated bike lane but a 
shared use bikeway or painted 
lanes,” she said. “It’s definitely 
a step in the right direction.” 

No winter guidelines would 
be complete for Edmonton 
without making use of the 
amount of sunshine the city 
receives in the winter, with ele¬ 
ments such as suggestions for 
narrow towers to allow sun to 
shine through and for solar ac¬ 
cess in buildings. 

“We’re building so much 
in the city ... that we have to 
make sure we realize the full 
potential of that investment 
and have it work year-round, 
not just in summer condi¬ 
tions,” said Susan Holdsworth, 
coordinator for the WinterCity 
Strategy.

Safety. Woman critical 
after struck by snowplow 


A woman remains in critical 
but stable condition after be¬ 
ing hit by a City of Edmonton 
snow removal vehicle Wed¬ 
nesday night. 

Northwest division offi¬ 
cers were called out around 
5:10 p.m. to the collision at 
134 Avenue and 113A street. 

Police believe the 39-year- 
old woman was crossing 113A

Police say neither speed 
nor alcohol were factors in 
the collision.

Public sector unions not 
budging on wage trims

Planned cuts to elected mem¬ 
bers’ wages were merely an 
attempt by Alberta’s premier 
to put the burden of the prov¬ 
ince’s financial woes on the 
backs of public-sector em¬ 
ployees, union representa¬ 
tives charged Thursday. 

Alberta Premier Jim Pren¬ 
tice said both he and mem¬ 
bers of his cabinet would trim 
their annual earnings by five 
per cent effective immediate¬ 
ly. He also said he would ask 
whip George VanderBurg to 
bring a motion to a legislative 
committee to approve a simi¬ 
lar rollback for backbench 
MLAs and would discuss com¬ 
pensation with public-sector 
union representatives. 

But those representatives 
weren’t buying the premier’s 
apparent measure of good 
faith. 

“All of this has been 
groundwork to tiy to point 
the finger at public-sector 
workers,” said Mark Ram- 
sanlcar, president of the Al¬ 
berta Teachers’ Association. 
“We’ve got trouble in the 
province, we’ve got an issue 
with our finances. Rather 
than deal with taxes, we’re 
going to start with employees 
first.” 

Asked if his organization 
would ever consider a wage 
cut, Ramsanlcar replied, “The

flat answer is ‘no’. Teachers 
have had three years of (zero 
per cent raises).” 

Guy Smith, president of 
the Alberta Union of Public 
Employees, said Prentice’s 
pledge was purely based on 
optics and wage rollbacks for 
his members wouldn’t come 
close to solving the province’s 
financial crisis, which is be¬ 
ing driven by a rapid decline 
in the price of oil. 

“I think Premier Pren¬ 
tice believes this is going to 
put more pressure on us to 


capitulate, and it doesn’t,” 
Smith said. 

Oil prices have plunged 
from more than $100 US a 
barrel last summer to less 
than $50 today, siphoning 
billions of dollars from the 
treasury. 

Gil McGowan, president 
of the Alberta Federation of 
Labour, lashed out at Prentice 
on social media. 

“Prentice (is) setting up 
for (an) attack on public sec¬ 
tor wages, even though MLAs 
have enjoyed far bigger wages 
and increases than front-line 
workers,” he wrote. 

The opposition Wildrose, 
meanwhile, chalked up Thurs¬ 
day’s move as being nothing 
more than “window-dressing” 
and leader Heather Forsyth 
called instead for a rollback of 
eight per cent to bring wages

City looks to open up 
sidewalks downtown 


Hoarding. Regulations 
have been prioritizing 
roads over sidewalks amid 
growing construction and 
development, report finds 


The high number of city side¬ 
walks that are closed down¬ 
town appear to be as much 
about bad regulation as they 
are booming construction, 
but the city is promising 


change to open them up. 

A report on the issue, go¬ 
ing to councillors next week, 
identifies some flaws with 
city regulations that have al¬ 
most encouraged builders to 
close sidewalks rather than 
roads. 

Among the problems the 
report identified is that build¬ 
ers closing a road pay four 
times more than those clos¬ 
ing a sidewalk. 

“Our whole fee structure, 
which is embedded in our 
safety codes bylaw, places 
priority on the roads,” said 
Claudia Wong-Rusnalc, who 
worked on the report. 


She said the city plans to 
work with builders to try to 
find ways to change the situa¬ 
tion, but they want to make 
sure pedestrians can still get 
around. 

Coun. Scott McKeen, who 
asked for the report, said the 
city didn’t used to deal with 
a building boom and people 
living downtown, and some 
things will have to change. 

“These are growing pains. 
It’s the kind of issues that 
other cities have faced before 
us, but we’re seeing now as 
we get this boom of develop¬ 
ment in the downtown,” he 
said.

Prospective tenants 
havetoured Sobeys 
space: Official 

Who will occupy the old 
downtown Sobeys location? 
The answer remains un¬ 
clear, but there’s interest. 

Eric Slatter, vice- 
president of Colliers Inter¬ 
national, which is working 
with Sobeys, said there have 
already been tours of the 
large retail space on the cor¬ 
ner of 104 Street and Jasper 
Avenue but the grocer has 
yet to release its marketing 
plan for the space. 

Slatter added the gro- 
ceiy corporation has a lease 
at the building until 2018. 

Members of the public 
have turned to social media 
inquiring if there’s a coven¬ 
ant on the 19,000-square- 
foot space preventing other 
grocers from starting up at 
the location, but Jim Taylor 
of the Downtown Business 
Association and Colliers 
International say that’s not 
the case. 

“Sobeys is just a tenant 
in the building, so it’s 
incredibly unlikely that 
they would have a caveat 
on restricting them from 
allowing another grocer 
to operate. They do have a 
lease, which would likely 
have an exclusion in it 
preventing another grocer, 
but it’s ultimately at Sobeys’ 
discretion,” said Slatter. 

Sobeys has not re¬ 
sponded to Metro’s requests 
for comment. 

Sobeys officials decided 
to close their downtown 
location almost six months 
ago, citing it as one of their 
“under-performing stores.” 

Downtown residents say 
they hope the space is filled 
soon. “We all know that 
downtown needs a groceiy 
store,” said Ed Fong of the 
104 Street steering commit¬ 
tee.

Hospital tests 
medical app 


Health. Edmonton 
first to use device 
that screens heart 
problems in newborns

The tiny beating of a newborn’s 
heart is getting extra atten¬ 
tion at an Edmonton hospital 
thanks to a medical app de¬ 
signed to help detect any poten¬ 
tial problems before families 
take their little ones home. 

The Grey Nuns Hospital 
became the first facility in the 
world to use Eve — a medical 
app used to screen newborns 
for congenital heart defects just 
hours after they’re bom. 

Grey Nuns Hospital unit 
manager Erin Peters said in 
the past nurses screened babies 
who were at risk or symp¬ 
tomatic for possible defects. 
Since November, the hospital 
extended its screening to all 
newborns in order to catch any 
issues early on. 

Now with Eve, Peters said 


not only will eveiy baby be 
screened, but the tests are non- 
invasive and ensure consistent 
results. 

“It’s less than a (size of a) 
Band-Aid that wraps around 
a hand and a foot and the test 
is over in a couple of minutes. 
Most babies don’t even notice,” 
she said. 

In December, nurses were 
able to screen 600 babies. 

“We’ve been fortunate 
we’ve been able to catch a 
couple babies early on and 
then they’re sent for further 
screening while they’re in hos¬ 
pital,” said Peters. “For parents, 
it means a little more peace of 
mind.” 

For parents James and Becky 
Sheppard, who welcomed 
their baby boy into the world 
Wednesday, the test was a no- 
brainer. 

“I think any step they take 
to make sure you take a healthy 
baby (home) and not have to 
come back, is a good step to 
take,” said Becky. 

James said it was something 
he didn’t think about, but once 
the test was done it was a relief. 

“It’s one less thing to wony 
about,” he said.

Alberta flu deaths 
already above 
‘normal’ range 

Alberta has already seen 
52 flu-related deaths so 
far this season, putting 
it outside the “normal” 
range described by the 
province’s chief medical 
officer of health and well 
ahead of the 30 deaths 
seen last flu season. 


Chief medical officer 
of health Dr. James Talbot 
said earlier this month 
the “normal death rate” 
in Alberta is between 30 
and 40 by the end of a flu 
season. 

Talbot also said elderly 
Albertans had been im¬ 
pacted the most by the 
H3N2 strain of flu virus 
that has been circulating 
this season.

Phillip Boudreau’s death at 
sea has “torn at the fabric” of 
a fishing village in Cape Bre¬ 
ton and could reverberate in 
the community for decades, a 
Nova Scotia judge said Thurs¬ 
day as he sentenced a man to 
14 years in prison for man¬ 
slaughter. 

Joseph James Landry, who 
shot, ran over and hooked 
Boudreau with a fishing gaff, 
was granted about 2-1/2 years’

credit for time served in cus¬ 
tody awaiting trial, meaning 
he would serve 11-1/2 years. 

Boudreau’s slaying has af¬ 
fected many people in the 
Acadian village of Petit-de- 
Grat, said Judge Joseph Ken¬ 
nedy of the Nova Scotia Su¬ 
preme Court. 

“It has, as the Crown sug¬ 
gested, torn at the fabric of 
a close-knit traditional area 
of this province, causing dis¬ 
sension and divide and dis¬ 
harmony amongst the good, 
hard-working, honest people,” 
Kennedy said. 

A jury convicted Landiy, 
67, of manslaughter in Nov¬ 
ember after hearing that the 
43-year-old Boudreau was the 


victim of a sustained attack at 
the mouth of a local harbour 
on June 1, 2013. 

The man’s body has never 
been found. In a victim impact 
statement, Boudreau’s sister 
spoke of the anguish she felt 
“knowing his body was left 
discarded like old bait.” 

Landry pleaded not guilty 
to second-degree murder. Dur¬ 
ing his trial, the Crown said 
Boudreau’s death was the re¬ 
sult of a sustained attack by a 
three-man fishing crew that 
included Landiy, one of four 
people charged in the case. 

Videotaped interviews 
Landiy gave to police were 
entered as evidence. They 
showed Landiy telling police 
he shot and rammed Boud¬ 
reau’s boat after Boudreau cut 
his traps, threatened to set his 
house on fire and taunted him 
for years. 

“I wanted to destroy him,” 
Landiy told police. “I was see¬ 
ing black. I was so mad.” 

The other three accused 
have yet to stand trial.

Flu. Vaccine does little against H3N2 strain 


This year’s flu vaccine offers lit¬ 
tle or no protection in Canada 
against becoming sick enough 
to require medical care, a study 
published Thursday suggests. 

The research, based on 
data from British Columbia, 
Alberta, Ontario and Quebec, 
found the vaccine offers most 
people virtually no protection 


against the strain that’s caus¬ 
ing the lion’s share of the ill¬ 
ness this year, H3N2. There 
weren’t enough cases of flu 
caused by H1N1 or influenza 
B viruses to assess whether the 
vaccine would have been more 
protective. 

“I would say overall it’s 
signalling no protection,” 


said lead author Dr. Danuta 
Slcowronski, an influenza ex¬ 
pert at the British Columbia 
Centre for Disease Control. 
Slcowronski said that if people 
are at high risk of developing 
pneumonia or getting ill if 
they contract influenza, they 
should take other measures.

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Chief defends 
troops directing 
airstrikes in Iraq 


Military. Top soldier 
says Canadian 
involvement is not a 
‘combat’ role and falls 
within mission mandate 


Canada’s top soldier says he 
authorized troops to help Iraqi 
security forces target Islamic 
State of Iraq and the Levant 
(ISIL) fighters, but denies it can, 
strictly speaking, be called a 
“combat” role. 

Speaking before a parlia- 
mentaiy committee on Thurs¬ 
day, Chief of Defence Staff Tom 
Lawson said that Canadian 
Forces have operated within 
their noncombat mandate, 
even while directing CF-18 air- 
strikes. 

Lawson told the committee 
he “had not anticipated” Can¬ 
adian special forces would be 
in a position to safely direct air- 
strikes when he ruled them out 
last October. 


Lawson found himself in the 
middle of a war of words about 
the precise role of Canada’s 
fight against ISIL. 

For the government, the 
mission has “evolved” since it 
was approved by Parliament 

— without the support of the 
opposition NDP and Liberals 

— late last year. This evolution, 
for the Conservatives, explains 
why Canadian soldiers found 
themselves under fire on the 
front lines three separate times, 
despite a mission limited to ad¬ 
vising and assisting Iraqi troops. 

For the opposition, Canada’s 
role in the fight against ISIL has 
not been defined, no budget 
has been released and no clear 
goal outside of “degrading and 
destroying” the self-proclaimed 
caliphate has been outlined. 

Frustration among oppos¬ 
ition MPs was evident, in the 
face of Conservative backbench¬ 
ers suggesting they’re insuffi¬ 
ciently behind the troops for 
asking those questions.

Omnibus bill set 
to expand anti¬ 
terror powers 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper will unveil Friday 
details of an omnibus bill that 
will enact two new laws, and 


make amendments to the 
criminal code, the CSIS Act, 
the Immigration and Refugee 
Protection Act among a host 
of others. 

The government put 
the Commons on notice 
that funding will attach to 
the measures, but a senior 
government official said it 
shouldn’t be interpreted as 


new funding. 

However, the Official Op¬ 
position insists the question 
of resources is the main one 
and is skeptical of the need 
for new laws. 

Harper will press the need 
to increase information-shar¬ 
ing among federal depart¬ 
ments and agencies, authorize 
CSIS to disrupt or diminish 


threats earlier in an investi¬ 
gation, deter and order the 
removal of online content that 
promotes terrorism, enhance 
no-fly rules for airline travelers 
deemed a risk and lower the 
evidentiaiy threshold to issue 
peace bonds — court-ordered 
restrictions on a person’s 
liberty and communications.

Jordan. Prisoner swap 
would run counter to 
government’s stance 
on extremism 


The father of a Jordanian 
fighter pilot and the wife of a 
Japanese journalist held by the 
Islamic State of Iraq and the 
Levant (ISIL) pleaded for their 
loved ones’ lives after a pos¬ 
sible prisoner swap wasn’t car¬ 
ried out by a deadline of sunset 
Thursday. 

The extremists had de¬ 
manded that Jordan release a 
female al-Qaida prisoner from 
death row, and they purport¬ 
edly threatened in an audio 
message to kill the airman if 
she was not freed by the dead¬ 
line. 

After sundown in the Mid¬ 
dle East, there was no word on 
the fate of Lt. Muath al-Kaseas¬ 
beh and journalist Kenji Goto, 
and the families’ agonizing 
wait dragged on. 


“We received no assurances 
from anyone that he is alive,” 
Jawdat al-Kaseasbeh, a brother 
of the pilot, told The Associ¬ 
ated Press. “We have no clue 
about where the negotiations 
stand now. We are waiting, 
just waiting.” 

The possibility of a swap 
was raised Wednesday when 
Jordan said it was willing to 
trade Sajida al-Rishawi, the al- 
Qaida prisoner, for the pilot. 

However, the audio mes¬ 
sage purportedly posted by 
ISIL only said the pilot would 
be killed if al-Rishawi was not 
delivered to the Turkish border 
by the deadline. There was no 
mention of Goto and no word 
on whether the pilot would 
be traded for the woman. The 
authenticity of the recording 
could not be verified independ¬ 
ently by The Associated Press. 

On Thursday afternoon, Jor¬ 
dan’s government spokesman, 
Mohammed al-Momani, sig¬ 
nalled that, in any case, a swap 
was on hold because the hos¬ 
tage-takers had not delivered 


proof the pilot is still alive. 

Al-Rishawi, 44, faces death 
by hanging for her role in 
a suicide bombing, one of 
three simultaneous attacks on 
Amman hotels in November 
2005 that killed 60 people. She 
survived because her belt of 
explosives didn’t detonate. She 
initially confessed, but later 


recanted, saying she was an 
unwilling participant. 

Al-Rishawi, who is from the 
Iraqi city of Ramadi, has close 
family ties to the Iraqi branch 
of al-Qaida, a precursor of ISIL. 
Three of her brothers were 
al-Qaida operatives killed in 
fighting in Iraq.

Call him the pup of Bay Street. 
At 17, Brandon Fleisher under¬ 
stands the ins and outs of stock 
markets like a, well, wolf. 

The Grade 12 student at To¬ 
ronto’s Upper Canada College 
has, within a year, doubled his 
initial investment of $50,000. 
He also started a company 
through which he offers free 
analysis of different stocks and 
markets. 

Fleisher picked up an inter¬ 
est in the world of stock ex¬ 
changes when he was in Grade 
8 . 

“In a math class, we all had 
to pick a stock and grow the 
most out of it by the end of the 
year,” he said. “I did veiy well, 


then started playing virtual 
stock-exchange games with 
fake money, and it really gave 
me the thrill.” 

Not too long after, Fleisher 
started spending entire days 
combing through companies’ 
financial reports and studying 
balance sheets. 

It took about two years of 
balancing school workload and 
his passion for running a vir¬ 
tual portfolio before he got the 
chance to invest real money. 
Fascinated by his success and 
skills in the markets, Fleisher’s 
parents gave him money to 
setup an account with a broker. 

“I worked really hard to 
gain the trust from my parents 
to invest the real money in my 
portfolio,” he said, explaining 
that he was making big profits 
in the fake money trade, where 
he invested in Netflix and Tesla. 

He has since broadened his 
network of investors, and his 
company, The Financial Bulls, 
is now operated with him as 
CEO and other people his age 
offering financial advice. 

So what’s the secret to his 
success? Fleisher said it’s sim¬ 
ple: Find companies that are 


growing and profitable and 
have the patience to stay in¬ 
vested for a good while. 

It also helps if you’re a bit of 
a whiz kid too. 


“I really do like investing. I 
don’t really see it as a burden,” 
he said. “When I am doing in¬ 
vestments, it’s not as if I need to 
take a break at any point at all.” 


Canada’s broadcast regulator 
is banning the substitution 
of Canadian advertisements 
over American ads during the 
Super Bowl. 

The decision won’t take ef¬ 
fect in time for this Sunday’s 
game, but it could be in place 
for next year if Bell Media — 
the rights holder for the 2016 
event — waives its rights to 
switch ads. 

The Canadian Radio-tele- 
vision and Telecommunica¬ 
tions Commission says the 
new rule will be officially in 
place for the 2017 Super Bowl. 

Television networks will, 
however, still be allowed to 
simultaneously substitute 
advertising on programming 
broadcast over local TV sta¬ 
tions, but not on specialty 
channels. 

CRTC chairman Jean-Pierre 
Blais also warns that penalties 
could be imposed on broad¬ 
casters if the ad switching dis¬ 
rupts programming enough 
for viewers to complain. 

In a speech to a London, 
Ont., business gathering to¬ 
day, Blais also announced that 
broadcasters will lose the abil¬ 
ity to switch ads, along with 
mandatoiy carriage privileges 
on cable and satellite services, 
if they shut down transmit-

ters that allow Canadians ac¬ 
cess to free, over-the-air TV 
signals. 

Blais also announced to¬ 
day that the CRTC is ordering 
Bell Mobility and Videotron to 
stop giving their own mobile 
television services an unfair 
advantage over other Internet 
services. 

The two companies have 
exempted their own mobile 
television services from their 
standard monthly data char¬ 
ges while content from other 
websites or apps is counted 
against a customer’s data cap.

Keystone XL 


U.S. Senate passes 
billapproving 
Canadian pipeline 

Long-suffering supporters of 
the Keystone XL pipeline won 
a moral victoiy in the U.S. 
Congress on Thursday — but 
that’s about all they won. 

A bill to build the oil 
pipeline from Canada was 
approved by the Senate for 
the first time in the almost 
seven-year struggle over one 
of the most-debated pieces of 
oil infrastructure in memoiy. 

Previous efforts to ap¬ 
prove the pipeline crashed 
into the notoriously high 
hurdle for getting anything 
through the U.S. Congress’s 
upper chamber. Thanks to a 


newly empowered Repub¬ 
lican majority, the legislation 
finally cleared that three- 
fifths requirement Thursday 
in a vote of 62-36. 

Now the reality check: 

It’s still not a law. It stands 
almost no chance of becom¬ 
ing one. And that’s because 
it didn’t get the 67 votes 
required to overcome a presi¬ 
dential veto. 

The indispensability of 
those final few votes was 
driven home when a spokes¬ 
man for President Barack 
Obama once again promised 
a veto. 

“Our position on the 
Keystone legislation is 
well-known,” White House 
spokesman John Earnest said 
a few hours before the vote.

SEX ED FOR THOSE WHO DON’T LIVE IN CARE-A-LOT

How young is too young to learn about sexual 
consent in Canadian schools? 

That’s the big debate in Ontario this week, 
after Premier Kathleen Wynne announced 
kids as young as six will soon be learning 
about how body language and facial expres¬ 
sions relate to consent as part of an overhaul to 
the province’s decades-old sex-ed curriculum. 

It’s unclear if the lessons will be taught 
verbally or through finger painting, but 
what’s for sure is that it will be taught — and 
hurray for that. I consent to consent ed! 

Unlike some more progressive provinces 
whose sex-ed programs have been updated in 
the past decade, Ontario’s was developed in 
1998 when cellphones were just shoebox¬ 
sized devices used by rich people on TV. The 
last time the province tried to update the pro¬ 
gram, it got shelved because of objections 
from religious groups. The debate was re¬ 
cently reignited when two eighth-graders, 

Lia Valente and Tessa Hill, started a Change, 
org petition to get the notion of consent dis¬ 
cussed in health class. 

That’s not to say that hot topics of late like 
Jian Ghomeshi, Bill Cosby and Rehtaeh Par¬ 
sons haven’t played a part in creating an en¬ 


vironment that made this kind of thing seem 
necessary. If Ghomeshi had been taught 
about consent from the age of six, maybe he 
wouldn’t currently be awaiting trial; or 
maybe he’s just a sociopath, but it would have 
been worth a try, wouldn’t it? 

Not everyone thinks so. Every time the 
topic of sex education in Ontario schools 
comes up, there’s a backlash featuring a lot of 
tired, outdated, head-in-the-sand objections 
from conservatives. 

In fact, in 2010, then-Premier Dalton Mc- 
Guinty tried to push a similar program for¬ 
ward but kowtowed to pressure from people 
such as Charles McVety, head of Canada 
Christian College, who started a petition 
against the proposed curriculum and got 
over 100,000 signatures — McGuinty with¬ 
drew the lesson plans. I’m hoping Wynne has 
bigger ovaries than McGuinty. McVety is all 
hot and bothered (angry, not aroused) this 
time around, too. 

“We abhor the premier announcing that 
Ontario’s teachers will be forced to teach lit¬ 
tle children how to give permission... to en¬ 
gage in sex.” I’m abhorred by the fact that a 
“good” Christian actually thinks teachers 
will be telling six-year-olds to engage in sex. 
That is not the plan. As Wynne put it, “Start¬ 
ing right in the... junior grades, kids will be 
learning listening skills and helping each 


other to pay attention to facial expressions 
and... whether somebody is positive or nega¬ 
tive or happy or sad.” 

These are skills one could teach in a num¬ 
ber of ways; I don’t think any Grade 1 teach¬ 
ers will be digging out the dildos or inflating 
any sexy blow-up dolls. Consent is applicable 
in many life situations. I once had a co-work¬ 
er who enjoyed foisting her “famous rice pi- 
laf ” on me—wow, do I ever wish she’d had a 
lesson in reading facial expressions and for 
that matter, gag reflexes. 

Parents who don’t want their kids exposed 
to the idea of sex at school forget that their 
kids have another teacher today: The Internet. 

Valente and Hill are living in the present, 
among all the other students from coast-to- 
coast who can turn on their laptop to watch a 
gang-bang, under the veil of porn, for sexual en¬ 
tertainment purposes. This stuff makes Pent¬ 
house Magazine look like it should be included 
on the same bookshelf as Goodnight Moon. 

Joe Warmington at the Toronto Sun wasn’t 
keen on the fact that Premier Wynne had 
taken advice from middle-school students. 

“A lecture about sex ed from 13-year-olds 
in a country where legal consent is 16?” 

Yes, Joe! That’s the point. The fact that 
13-year-olds who are not even legally able to 
consent already know that consent, or lack of 
it, is an issue today is indicative of the fact that 


there’s a really big problem. Like, come on. 

McVety and Warmington aren’t alone in 
their disdain for this development. 

Reading blogs and comments on news 
articles and social media, one will see a lot of 
sentiments like, “That’s too young to start 
broaching the topic of sex,” “Schools should 
only teach abstinence,” “Leave it to the par¬ 
ents to teach kids about sex.” 

Well, those ideas are all fine and dandy if 
you live where the Care Bears live, but we live 
on Earth among humans who can at times be 
ignorant and dangerous. 

And can we take it, from recent events, 
that parents are teaching their kids about 
consent? To a parent who wants to do it them¬ 
selves, I ask this: While you might be teach¬ 
ing your daughter about consent, what if 
your neighbour is not teaching his son the 
same principles?

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Costner film poses 
questions about racism 


Interview. Actor used 
his own money to 
fund a simple story 
that made him feel 
'more empowered’

Kevin Costner made the racial¬ 
ly-charged drama Black or 
White happen. 

In his latest film, he plays 
Elliot, a recently widowed al¬ 
coholic lawyer battling for the 
custody of his biracial grand¬ 
daughter, Eloise. 

His rival is Rowena (Octavia 
Spencer), Eloise’s paternal 
grandmother, who thinks she 
should move from the rich¬ 
est part of Los Angeles to the 
“black” neighbourhood with 
her. 

But the film doesn’t pick 
sides. “It really impressed me 
how even-handed the film 
was,” says Costner. 

Indeed, eveiy one of 
Eloise’s potential guardians is 
battling a personal demon of 
some kind. “I just thought it 
was an honest stoiy from the 
veiy first page. I felt like I was 
reading something really au¬ 
thentic,” he adds.

Costner was so drawn to the 
script, written by his old The 
Upside of Anger filmmaker, 
Mike Binder, that he wound 
up financing it to ensure it hit 
the big screen. When no one 
else came round, he put up his 
own money — some $9 mil¬ 
lion of it. “I was hoping other 
people would rush to the mov¬ 
ie and see the same potential 
and value in it that I did, but 
unfortunately that didn’t hap¬ 
pen,” he says. 

Not that his character is 
some white saviour, or even 
that good. Elliot’s battles with 
Rowena betray his own preju¬ 
dices. 

He thinks Eloise is already 
“living in one of the safest 
neighbourhoods in L.A.,” he 
boasts, and shouldn’t move to 
Rowena’s part of the city. 

“Elliot was comfortable 
in that environment, visiting 
and socializing with Eloise’s 
family, but he instinctually 


still thought his granddaugh¬ 
ter would be safer with him,” 
says Costner. 

Still, the movie subtly 
condemns his stance. “Ra¬ 
cism doesn’t have to be overt. 
This is where the veil of ra¬ 
cism is lifted, when he thinks 
she wouldn’t be safe in that 
‘other’ neighbourhood. 

“But Elliot travels far in this 
movie and comes to under¬ 
stand himself better,” he adds. 

It was a bit of a parallel for 
Costner who adds that examin¬ 
ing those covert attitudes in a 
narrative made him feel “more 
empowered.” 

“People say they’re col¬ 
our-blind when they want 
to explain they are without 
prejudice. But to say you’re 
colour-blind is disingenuous. 
You do see differences. The key 
is to understand those differ¬ 
ences.” 

The tale may not have 
been epic enough for big 
Hollywood studios to take 
notice, but Costner hopes 
that audiences will at least be 
surprised by the film and the 
things it says. 

“It’s a simple story about 
fife,” he says. “It doesn’t solve 
anything. It’s about the well¬ 
being of a child and what’s 
best for the child and race 
shouldn’t be rolled into those 
sorts of things.”

Five years of Google search 
data shows that eveiy year, 
more Canadians search Goo¬ 
gle for Super Bowl commer¬ 
cials than Americans and our 
searches outnumber our giant 
neighbour to the south the 
most around game day, when 
Canadian broadcasters have 
been subbing out splashy 
American ads for Canadian 
ones. 

That hunger for Amer¬ 
ican ads is why the Canadian 
Radio-television and Telecom¬ 
munications Commission an¬ 
nounced Thursday it will stop

Breathe easier for 
a healthier you 



Stressed out? You aren’t alone. 

Statistics Canada reports that in 2013, 

23 per cent of Canadians reported feeling 
“quite a lot” of life stress. To breathe easier, 
you might want to try meditation, which 
often begins with guided exercises. 

“Guided meditation can be used to begin 
developing a meditation practice,” said Dr. 
Patricia Roclcman, a family physician and 
director of education and clinical services 
at the Centre for Mindfulness Studies in 
Toronto. 

A practitioner guides you through the 
meditation, telling you to breathe, to pay 
attention to specific feelings or body parts, 
and to quiet your mind. 

Some guided meditations use visual¬ 
ization — imagine a calming beach or 
a reassuring mountain peak — to help 
people distance themselves from stressful 


thoughts. In mindfulness-based meditation, 
which is often used in cognitive behavioural 
therapy to treat depression and anxiety, 

“The guidance is used not so much to calm 
people, as to train them to focus their atten¬ 
tion and regulate their emotions,” Roclcman 
said. 

There are many downloadable guided 
meditations, but a creative alternative is 
to record your own so it’s perfect for you. 

All you need is a quiet spot and a recording 
device, such as the one on your smartphone. 

First, decide on the intention of your 
meditation. Is it stress-busting? Confidence 
building? Once you have a goal, write the 
script. 

“Use invitational language, language 
that is kind, language that is focused in the 
present,” Roclcman said. 

Avoid direct commands. Instead, try 


phrases like “bringing your attention to 
your hand.” 

Second, give yourself some breathing 
room. 

“Make sure there’s enough space in 
between speaking,” Roclcman said. “This

your meditation time gradually, Roclcman 
said.

After square dancing for over 10 years, Ron 
Fishburne and his wife know what you get 
from square dancing.

While the Avenger was a perfectly serviceable 
mid-size sedan, it isn’t answering the call for 
2015. But the tall wagon that uses its bones 
and engines is a much more palatable propos¬ 
ition and remains in production. 

The Journey scores a hole-in-one as a 
practical, efficient and affordable carrier. It 
has just-right sizing going for it, which means 
it’s more compact than a Chevrolet Traverse 
or Ford Explorer, but larger than a Mitsubishi 
Outlander. 

In entry-level trim, the Journey provides 
seating for five people, although there is an 
available two-place, third-row 50:50 split 
bench. 

There are also some other clever interior 
storage options such as a front passenger seat 
with a flip-forward hinged cushion that’s 
ideal for concealing cameras, purses and other 
valuables. And all models feature two in-floor 
storage compartments with removable plastic 
liners behind the front seats that are large 
enough to hold a dozen beverage cans each, 
plus ice. And don’t forget the chilled storage

bin inside the glove compartment that can 
keep a couple of cool beverages at the ready. 

The Journey uses a 173-horsepower, 2.4-litre 
four-cylinder with four-speed automatic in 
base models. Optional is a 283-horsepower, 
3.6-litre V6 with a six-speed auto. 

There are seven trim levels for 2015 (Canada 
Value Package, SE Plus, SXT, Limited, new- 
for-2015 Crossroad and two R/T AWD trims), 
which means there is likely a Journey for 
every taste, need and pretty much every 
budget. 

Base Journey equipment includes air condi¬ 
tioning, keyless remote entry, power windows, 
locks and mirrors and a complete range of 
safety gear. Up-level models offer leather seat¬ 
ing surfaces, roof rack, backup camera, naviga¬ 
tion system, 19-inch wheels and a flashlight 
stored in the cargo area. - Wheelbase Media

Charger 

Although no longer a member of NASCAR’s 
various racing series, perhaps Dodge will 
put its latest Charger back into some stock- 
oriented division with the National Hot Rod 
Association (NHRA)? Why? 

Because the NHRA confirmed that the new 
2015 Charger SRT8 Hellcat can do the stand¬ 
ing quarter-mile drag race in 11 seconds flat 
on street tires. 

Beyond the revised suspension, new 
wheels and more aggressive body bits, the 
Hellcat’s most important part is under its 
hood. The “normal” 470-horsepower, 6.4-litre 
Hemi is plenty good, but for the Hellcat it 
has been replaced by a 6.2-litre V8 that’s 
augmented by a big old supercharger. Final 
tallies of 707 horsepower and 650 pound-feet 
of torque mean the Charger SRT8 is the most 
powerful factory-built sedan and the fastest 
as well, topping out at 204 mph (326 km/h). 

The large 20-inch wheels with 15.4-inch 
Brembo brake rotors means it stops nearly

as well as it accelerates, doing the zero-to- 
100-mph-to-zero test in a supercar-rivalling 
sub-13-second time. 

Amazingly, the Hellcat uses the same 
eight-speed automatic as the other engines, al¬ 
though bulked up to handle twice the power. 
Those other engines carry over from before — 
the base 3.6-litre V6 still has 300 horsepower 
while the 370-horsepower 5.7-litre V8 comes 
as standard equipment in the Charger R/T. 

The interior has a new steering wheel, 
dash, gauge cluster and better materials all 
around. For additional rumbling noises, you 
can select the Beats by Dr. Dre audio pack¬ 
age. The rap artist helped tune the optional 
10-speaker sound system to complement the 
Charger’s interior and the musical tastes of 
its generally more youthful passengers.

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Step into a big-rig Sierra HD 



Selecting a big-rig Sierra over a similar 
Chevrolet Silverado HD mostly boils down to 
which body style you prefer since both pick¬ 
ups are identical beneath their new-for-2015 
shiny sheet metal. 

However, one other important difference 
is that the GMC offers the luxury-laden Den¬ 
ali crew cab, in addition to the base, SLE and 
SLT trim levels. Chevrolet doesn’t. 

The usual cab styles return, but the ex¬ 
tended cab is replaced by a new double cab 
with rear doors that are hinged at the front. 
Both the 66-inch and 96-inch cargo boxes 
have been strengthened and the rear bumper 
has built-in recessed steps at the corners for 
easier bed access. 

All HD powertrains return unaltered for 
2015. The base 6.0-litre gasoline V8 gener¬ 
ates 360 horsepower and 380 pound-feet of 
torque. It can be optioned with a compressed- 
natural-gas fuel system, although you lose 59 
horsepower and 47 pound-feet in the process. 

For serious grunt work, there is the op¬ 
tional 6.6-litre turbo-diesel V8 rated at 397 
horsepower and 765 pound-feet of torque. 
Both employ six-speed automatic transmis¬ 
sions: A GM-developed Hydramatic comes 
with the 6.0; and the turbo-diesel employs an 
Allison-built unit. 

Chevy mates its “smart exhaust brake sys¬ 
tem” to the turbo diesel that, when the vehicle 
is coasting, holds compressed exhaust gases in¬ 
side the engine’s cylinders, creating resistance, 
which in turn slows down the truck without 


touching the brakes. The result is less wear 
and tear on the brake hardware and greater 
control for the driver, especially when hauling 
or towing heavy loads downhill. 

Included is a stability program that 


reduces a trailer’s tendency to wobble about, 
while hill-start assist prevents the HD from 
rolling backward when on an incline. 

For the 2015 model year, the HD’s max¬ 
imum hauling capacity has increased to 


3,508 kilograms from 3,275 and conventional 
towing capacity has similarly increased to 
8,890 kilograms from 8,165. Fifth-wheel- 
capacity is up to 10,525 from 10,200.

The GMC Acadia is a bold and aggressive 
choice against its more wallflower-lilce 
global rivals. 

It can be had in either regular or 
ultra-lux Denali grade, but either way the 
squared-off front end takes inspiration 
from the smaller Terrain and uses neat LED 
accent lighting in the headlight clusters. 
LED tail lights, wraparound glass and a 
spoiler freshen up the rear end. 

All Acadias come with either seven or 
eight seats, depending on the configura¬ 
tion, and lots of room behind the third row 
for cargo. The second- and third-row seats 
can be folded flat for more storage, and, 
when upright, the second row slides fore 
and aft with one-hand operation. 

There’s also a raft of safety features such 
as side-curtain airbags that run the length 
of the cabin, an exclusive front centre 
airbag, anti-loclc brakes and anti-rollover 
software. 

The 2013 addition of blind-spot and 
cross-traffic warning systems is comple¬ 
mented by forward collision alert and lane

departure warnings, which are available 
on every trim, but standard for Denali. 

A carryover 288-horsepower, 3.6-litre V6 
drives the front wheels (all-wheel-drive is 
optional) through a six-speed automatic 
transmission. 

Contrary to what you might know about 
front-wheel-drive, the Acadia can still tow 
up to 2,000 kilograms (a decent-sized travel 
trailer or a boat). 

GMC’s luxo Denali sub-brand gets unique 


badges, grille, body pieces, high-intensity- 
discharge (HID) headlights, new-style 
20-inch wheels and dual exhaust, while the 
cabin gets special heated and cooled leather 
seats, a new heated leather-wrapped steer¬ 
ing wheel (that’s also standard on top non- 
Denali trims), higher-quality trimmings, a 
huge dual-panel moonroof, tri-zone climate 
control, a top-end audio system and a rear- 
seat DVD player with two screens.

With the arrival of the CLA-Class for 2014, 
the new C-Class moves up to a more elevated 
perch on the Mercedes-Benz family tree. 

Along with a promotion, the sedan (new 
coupe, wagon, plug-in hybrid and perform¬ 
ance AMG versions will follow later in 
calendar year 2015) has been resized and 
re-energized. 

C-Class passengers and their gear are 
enclosed in a completely new skin that 
Mercedes says is 70 kilograms lighter than 
before, thanks to more aluminum body pan¬ 
els. Total weight has been reduced by about 
100 kilograms. 

An interior makeover includes well 
bolstered seats and a wood-trimmed control 
panel. The toggle-style gear-shift lever is 
located on the steering column and in its 


GLA gives 
you a choice 

The GLA gives entry-level Mercedes-Benz 
shoppers a clear choice. Those preferring the 
slinkiness of the CLA sedan can take that 
route, while the more practically minded can 
opt for the GLA’s added carrying capacity. 
Both vehicles appear similar from the 
windshield forward, but otherwise go their 
separate ways. 

The GLA is taller and more squared off, 
but minus a trunk it is a significant 20 centi¬ 
metres shorter. The base GLA250 runs with 
a turbocharged 2.0-litre four-cylinder that 
generates 208 horsepower and 258 pound- 
feet of torque. Step up to the GLA45 AMG and 
those values increase to 355 horsepower and 
332 pound-feet. 

The AMG’s engine block has been 
strengthened and its turbocharger produces 
nearly twice the boost of the GLA250. That 


former location on the console is a con¬ 
troller with a unique touch pad. It allows 
your fingers to zoom or reduce (pinch) and 
select the various menu items, including 
infotainment, communications and climate 
systems that are shown on a dash-mounted 
tablet-style screen that juts out from the 
dashboard. 

The C300 has a turbocharged 241-horse- 
power, 2.0-litre four-cylinder engine while 
the C400 gets a 329-horsepower twin-turbo 
3.0-litre V6. Both engines are matched to 
seven-speed automatic transmissions. 

All models come with “Agility Select” that 
includes Comfort, Eco, Sport and Sport+ 
settings for the engine, transmission and 
suspension. And then there’s an “individual” 
setting to fine-tune those preferences. 


results in a zero-to-100-km/h time of five 
seconds, versus a more leisurely 7.3 for the 
GLA250 (as measured by Mercedes-Benz). 

Each power plant uses a seven-speed 
automated manual transmission with paddle 
shifters that produces quicker upshifts and 
downshifts than a traditional automatic that 
comes with a torque converter.

ENTRY-LEVEL 
SEDAN OPENS 
THE DOOR 

Who says an entry-level car has to look 
or feel entry level? 

The Mercedes-Benz CLA's sporty 
body cladding and other trim makes it 
appear far from a stripped-down basic- 
transportation module, despite being 
Mercedes-Benz's starter sedan. 

Other than being pulled by the front 
wheels (with all-wheel-drive being 
optional), what's most unusual about 
the CLA is that it doesn't offer the kind 
of roomy practicality that's a given when 
it comes to nearly every mid-size sedan. 
That's because Mercedes stylists drew 
their inspiration from the larger CLS- 
class faux coupe that remains one of the 
most imitated models on the planet (see 
Aston Martin Rapide, Volkswagen CC, 
Audi A7 and Ford Fusion). 

The base CLA250 comes with a 
turbocharged 2.0-litre four-cylinder 
that produces 208 horsepower and 
258 pound-feet of torque at an engine 
speed that's just above idle. This helps 
propel the car to 100 km/h from rest 
in a quick 6.7 seconds, as recorded by 
Mercedes-Benz. 

For fuel thriftiness, the CLA250 uses 
technology that shuts off the engine 
when the car comes to a stop. Once the 
brake pedal is released, the car starts up 
again. 

The CLA45 AMG also features a turbo¬ 
charged 2.0, except that the block has 
been strengthened and a higher-output 
turbocharger produces nearly twice the 
boost of the CLA250. The result is a stout 
355 horsepower and 322 pound-feet of 
torque. That's an astounding 177 horse¬ 
power per litre of displacement, while a 
Corvette is less than half of that at 73. 

The AMG shaves the CLA's zero-to- 
100-km/h times by 2.1 seconds. Both 
models use a seven-speed automated 
manual transmission with paddle shift¬ 
ers, but the AMG adds standard 4MATIC 
all-wheel-drive that sends up to 50 per 
cent of the torque to the rear wheels, as 
needed. 4MATIC is available as an op¬ 
tion on the regular-strength CLA250. 

For 2015, all CLAs come with Colli¬ 
sion Prevention Assist that signals if 
the car is approaching a vehicle ahead 
too rapidly and will independently 
apply braking force should the driver 
fail to do so.

With the year-old Silverado 1500 series, 
Chevrolet did its homework and paid close 
attention to what buyers were looking for to 
haul and tow their stuff. 

It looks familiar, but there are more 
powerful/efficient engines, as well as 
improvements in nearly every other area. 

In front, the twin stacked headlights 
remain, but the grille is now much more 
prominent and tougher looking. 

Behind the tailgate, the handy corner step 
bumper has recessed footholds that, com¬ 
bined with built-in handholds inside the box, 
make accessing the bed much easier. 

All body styles — regular, extended Double 
Cab (featuring front-hinged rear doors with 
outside handles) and four-door Crew Cab — 
are attached to reworked frames with more 
high-strength steel, extra bracing for stiff¬ 
ness and improved body mounts that help 
isolate road nose and vibration. 

You can order the Crew Cab with a longer 
80-inch (203-centimetre) bed (the standard 
bed is 68 inches/172 centimetres) version and 
you will get a choice of three new all-alum¬ 
inum engines. 

The entry point is a 4.3-litre V6 that has 
the same displacement as the previous V6, 
but output has significantly increased to 285 
horsepower and 305 pound-feet of torque 
from 195/260. 

Optional is a 5.3-litre V8 with 355 horses 


and 383 pound-feet. An available 6.2-litre V8 
is rated at 420 horsepower and 440 pound- 
feet of torque. It shares much of its guts with 
the Corvette engine and for 2015 also gets 
the Corvette’s eight-speed automatic trans¬ 
mission. The other two engines carry over 
with six-speed automatics. 


The model range also extends to include a 
premium High Country model to appeal to 
wealthy ranchers and city slickers. The best 
part about this truck is its highly optioned 
leather interior that places it above the previ¬ 
ous top-of-the-line LTZ. 

Also available for Silverado’s sophomore 


year is a built-in Wi-Fi hot spot to allow all 
aboard access to the Internet. There is also 
Siri Eyes Free, which is Apple’s voice-control 
software that can run many of the vehicle’s 
functions without the driver taking their 
hands off the steering wheel.

Refreshing the Malibu inside and out 



It has been a couple years since Chevrolet re¬ 
designed the 2013 Malibu following criticism 
for the car’s lack of rear seat room. 

For 2014, Chevrolet rolled forward all the 
changes it had planned for the Malibu’s mid¬ 
cycle update, probably two years earlier than 
planned. Exterior changes included a more 
aggressive grille and lower fascia, although 
the Camaro-inspired tail lights and rear end 
remained unchanged. 

Inside, the Malibu’s stylists appeared to 
have gone all out to improve on the previous 
update. A redesigned centre console provided 
more room and storage, while engineers 
somehow used black magic to deliver 
another 3.2 centimetres of rear legroom 
without altering the exterior dimensions. 

Standard on all but the base model is 
Chevrolet’s MyLinlc touch-screen audio/com¬ 
munications system with a faceplate that 
pivots upward to reveal a hidden 15-centi- 
metre-deep storage area. 

The base engine remains a 2.5-litre four- 
cylinder that produces 197 horsepower, 
although it features direct fuel injection 
and a system that shuts off the engine when

the vehicle is at rest, then fires it up when 
the brake pedal is released. The latter, all by 
itself, is estimated to help fuel efficiency by 
five per cent. 

Optional is an updated turbocharged

KIA SOUL IS A WINNER 



Few cars are ever considered groundbreak¬ 
ing, but that pretty much sums up the Soul. 
It’s the kind of vehicle that other automakers 
would give anything to have in their stable. 

Funky styling, a frugal price tag and fuel- 
saving ways have made it a winner. 

For 2015, Kia upgraded and slightly enlarged 
the cabin for more front head and shoulder 
room and added a bit more rear legroom. In 
addition, the dashboard was revised to ac¬ 
commodate an available 20-centimetre touch 
screen. The platform was made 29 per cent 
stiffer and accommodates a suspension that was 
re-engineered for improved ride and handling. 

Outside, design details inspired by the 
Soul-based Trax’ster concept provided the 
basis for a front and rear facelift that makes 
the Soul much more appealing. The rear lift- 
gate was made six centimetres wider and is 
now flanked by one of the coolest set of tail 
lights ever installed on any vehicle. 

The entry-level LX Soul is equipped with 
a 1.6-litre, four-cylinder that produces 130 
horsepower and 118 pound-feet of torque, 
while the optional 2.0-litre, four-cylinder in 
the EX and SX models delivers the same 164 
horses and 151 pound-feet of torque. 

Base Souls feature air conditioning, 
but not when the manual transmission is 
ordered, plus all the usual power amenities.

rated at 109 horsepower and 210 pound-feet 
of torque and an EPA-rated range of about 150 
kilometres before its lithium-ion-polymer bat¬ 
teries need recharging. - Wheelbase Media

THE COMFORT OF A FORTE 


The Forte sedan and hatch models were 
redesigned for 2014 and sail into 2015 un¬ 
altered. Kia star stylist Peter Schreyer, who 
has a knack for creating organically shaped 
sheet metal that clicks with buyers, oversaw 
the design for both vehicles, in addition to 
the sporty Forte Koup. 

The base sedan runs with 1.8-litre four- 
cylinder that pumps out 145 horsepower and 
130 pound-feet of torque, while an optional 
2.0-litre four-cylinder produces 173 horse¬ 
power and 154 pound-feet. 

For Forte5 hatchback buyers, the 2.0 is 


standard while a turbocharged 1.6-litre 
four-cylinder is optional. It spools out 201 
horsepower and 195 pound-feet of torque. A 
six-speed manual transmission is standard for 
all, while a six-speed automatic is optional. 

Spending time aboard the Forte or Forte5 
will prove comforting for passengers and 
especially pleasing for the driver who faces a 
clearly legible, intuitively laid-out dashboard 
and control panel. They also have command 
over the level of steering effort with the 
Forte’s optional Flex Steer system.

The MKZ is Lincoln’s first proven result of 
being able to not only translate a concept car 
to production faithfully, but also be able to 
hide the Ford mechanical bits it uses under 
the skin. 

On sale for model year 2013, the signature 
“waterfall” grille was replaced by a series of 
horizontal bars. But for real design drama 
you can’t beat the sweep of the roofline that 
flows well past the rear-most roof pillar, 
almost to the trailing edge of the body. 

The car’s massive windshield and rear 
window glass, including the optional retract¬ 
able panoramic sunroof, makes it doubt¬ 
ful passenger claustrophobia will pose a 
problem. 

Inside is an ultra-sophisticated leather- 
covered and wood-trimmed interior, plus a 


Status quo 
for the MKX 

Lincoln’s version of the old Ford Edge will be 
replaced with an all-new model within the 
next year or so, but otherwise there are no 
real changes for 2015. 

Standard equipment on the Ford Edge- 
based Lincoln MKX includes trailer sway 
control and Hill Start Assist, which prevents 
the vehicle from rolling backward on a steep 
grade. A 305-horsepower, 3.7-litre V6 is the 
sole engine, while a six-speed automatic 
transmission with paddle controls handles 
the shifting chores. All-wheel-drive is stan¬ 
dard. 

Inside, most of the MKX’s traditional 
switchgear — even some gauges from the 
dashboard and control panel — are part of 
the “MyLincoln Touch technology” screen. 
This standard system has two programmable 
10.7-centimetre touch screens on either side 


floor console extending seamlessly almost 
the full length of the cabin. 

In back, optional inflatable seatbelts for 
outboard riders cushion their heads and 
necks in the event of frontal crash. 

In the suspension department, continu¬ 
ously adjustable shock damping, power- 
assisted electric steering, variable transmis¬ 
sion-shift-mapping plus traction and stability 
control all combine to form Lincoln Drive 
Control. The result, says Lincoln, is improved 
ride and handling in Normal, Sport, or Com¬ 
fort modes, as selected by the driver. 

A push-button gear selector next to the 
gauges replaces the traditional floor shifter. 
Power plant choices consist of a 240-horse¬ 
power, 2.0-litre four-cylinder “EcoBoost”

The turbo and the 
V6 come with six-speed transmissions that 
send torque only to the front wheels with 
the former, or all four wheels if the V6 is 
specified.

The MKZ can be had with numerous 
crash-mitigating safety systems that prevent 
your participation in rear-end mishaps and 
keep you within your intended lane.

The Lexus RC 350

The RC 350 coupe, Lexus’s first four-pas¬ 
senger coupe since the SC coupe bowed out 
in 1999, looks like a million bucks, which 
makes it a pretty good deal at an estimated 
price of $52,000 in Canada. 

The car’s slinky, sensuous body features 
knife-edge aero styling cues, starting with 
its spindle-shaped grille, runs along the 
lower body sides and finishes with a sharply 
creased rear-declc spoiler. 

The RC is just a bit shorter than the IS 
sedan, although the car’s ground-hunkering 
stance would suggest otherwise. The cockpit 
is richly tailored with good-looking faux 
leather seats (real leather is optional) and a 
thick, grippy steering wheel. 

The basic RC starts out with a 3.5-litre V6 
that directs its 306 horsepower to the rear 
wheels through an eight-speed automatic 
transmission. You can upgrade to all-wheel- 
drive, but in that case a six-speed automatic 
is in play. 

For more sporting flavour, the F Sport 


package, available in FWD and AWD RCs, ob¬ 
liges with electronically controlled variable 
sport suspension, high-friction brake pads 
and 19-inch wheels (18-inchers are standard). 

The F Sport’s dress-up items begin with a 
unique front end and go on to include heated 
and ventilated sport front seats, power tilt/ 
telescoping steering wheel and aluminum 


sport pedals and trim. 

For all-out performance, the RC F (for Fuji 
Speedway in Japan where Toyota’s Lexus 
branch conducts its testing) is fitted with a 
467-horsepower V8 and an eight-speed trans¬ 
mission that has been adjusted to handle the 
engine’s prodigious output. 

The extent of equipment is long for the 


RC F, but encompasses the installation of 
special body panels, such as a bulging hood, 
wider fenders, race-bred suspension compon¬ 
ents, bigger brakes and an electronic multi- 
mode program that allows drivers to adjust 
throttle and shift settings or even turn off 
the stability and traction controls for max¬ 
imum racetrack action. - Wheelbase Media

Hop into a rolling sculpture 


If it’s anonymity you are after, you should 
best steer clear of the NX. The vehicle has 
a number of unique features, including the 
availability of gas-electric hybrid power in 
addition to a standard gasoline engine. 

The NX’s futuristic front end is dominated 
by a spindle grille that’s common to other 
vehicles in the Lexus stable. For the optional 
F-Sport model, the more exaggerated grille’s 
blaclced-out mesh is quite a bit more distinct¬ 
ive. 

The NX 200t comes with an all-new turbo¬ 
charged 2.0-litre four-cylinder engine that 
generates 235 horsepower and 258 pound- 
feet of torque. 

The NX 300h hybrid combines a 154-horse- 
power, 2.5-litre four-cylinder and a 141-horse- 


power electric helper motor for a combined 
194 horses and an estimated 200 pound-feet 
of torque. 

The NX 200t uses a six-speed automatic 
transmission to direct power to either the 
front or all four wheels, while the NX 300h 
employs a continuously variable unit (CVT). 

The available all-wheel-drive (or all- 
weather-drive in Lexus-spealc) on NX 200t 
directs torque to just the front wheels when 
cruising, but can send up to 50 per cent to 
the rears when necessary. 

The NX 300h uses an electric motor to 
power to the rear axle, which is activated 
when the vehicle accelerates from rest or 
when the front wheels begin losing grip.

IS RECEIVES AN UPGRADE 


A year after Toyota’s premium division 
launched an even stronger Lexux IS contend¬ 
er, the line is already getting some decent 
upgrades. 

In front, the car adopts a hunkered-down 
stance, aided by what Lexus calls its “spin¬ 
dle” grille, that features LED fog lights for 
2015. Compared to the previous generation, 
the redesigned IS has a 20 per cent stiffer 
platform and it grew nearly nine centimetres 
in length with seven more centimetres be¬ 
tween the front and rear wheels. Width and 
height increase only slightly. 

Rear-seat sedan riders benefited with a bit 
more leg and hip room, which was a draw¬ 
back for the previous generation. 

Even though the IS 250 and 350 are on a 
new platform, they still retain their previ¬ 
ous engines. That means a 204-horsepower, 
2.5-litre V6 for the IS 250, while the IS 350 
continues with 306 horsepower from its 


3.5-litre V6. The rear- and all-wheel-drive 
IS 250 and the all-wheel-drive 350 sedans 
(convertible versions are rear-drive only) em¬ 
ploy six-speed automatic transmissions. An 
eight-speed automatic is standard when the 
rear-wheel-drive IS 350 sedan is selected. 

The AWD system splits the torque evenly 
between the front and rear wheels in normal 
driving situations, but can transfer up to 70 
per cent to the rear when wheel slippage is 
detected. 

The IS has Drive Mode Select throttle and 
transmission programming, with Eco, Nor¬ 
mal and Sport S modes for rear-wheel-drive 
models, plus a Snow mode for AWD-equipped 
cars. Additionally, the returning F Sport 
package that’s optional on all IS 250 and 350 
sedans and convertibles adds a Sport S+ set¬ 
ting that firms up the suspension for more 
aggressive driving.

LIGHT ON FUEL 



Who would have guessed that the macho 
Ram 1500 would ever trumpet its fuel per¬ 
formance? 

That was partially addressed when 
Chrysler’s ever-popular 3.6-litre V6 found its 
way into the engine bay along with an eight- 
speed automatic transmission. The latter 
can also be attached to the 395-horsepower, 
5.7-litre Hemi V8, but 4x4 models come with 
a six-speed auto. 

The big engine can shut down four of its 
eight cylinders when not needed, such as 
when under light-load conditions or when 
heading downhill. 

The most unique engine is the optional 
3.0-litre EcoDiesel V6, which makes the Ram 
1500 the only light-duty diesel pickup in 
North America. Using the same figures as 
for the Jeep Grand Cherokee — 240 horse¬ 
power and 420 pound-feet of torque — with 
the eight-speed automatic, it can tow 3,270 
kilograms. 

Rams get further fuel-reduction assist¬ 
ance with stop-start technology that turns 
off the engine at rest, then instantly fires it 
up again once the brake pedal is released. 
Electric power steering cuts parasitic power 
losses. 

Optional is air suspension with load level¬ 
ling and five height settings, one of which 
lowers the body at highway speeds by 1.5 
centimetres to cut the wind. 

Finally, a “thermal management system” is 
designed to quickly get the Ram’s crankcase 
oil and other fluids up to operational temper¬ 
atures, which assists in conserving gas. 

As for body styles, regular cab models 
are available with a six-foot, four-inch box, 
or an eight-footer, while Quad Cabs get the 
shorter box only. The larger four-door Ram

Crew gets you a five-foot-seven-inch bed, 
or the six-foot, four-inch bed option. There 
are also available locking storage compart¬ 
ments built into the rear fenders that can 
each hold up to 120 355-millilitre cans that 


can be specified with centrally controlled 
power locks. 

When it comes to four-wheel-drive, buyers 
can choose between a part-time system and 
an on-demand setup that automatically en¬ 


gages when road conditions warrant. Other 
neat touches include a capless fuel-filler sys¬ 
tem and a front-park assist that will parallel 
park the “beast” into incredibly tight spots.

Ram HD adds SRT V8 


The 2014 model year was a real re-balance for 
the Ram 2500 and 3500 pickups. When Ram 
upped the stakes with its optional Cummins 
turbo-diesel available in bad, badder and bad- 
dest grades in 2013, that left a rather big step 
down to the base 5.7-litre V8. 

What to do? Well, add the 6.4-litre SRT V8 
to the lineup, of course. 

But back to the Cummins. The tamest of 
the 6.7-litre inline six-cylinder power plants 
is rated at 350 horsepower and 660 pound- 
feet of torque, while the intermediate version 
pushes those numbers to 370 horsepower 
and 800 pound-feet. For maximum thrust 
and grunt, the 385-horse unit lays down 865 
pound-feet for 2015. 

The Cummins can be matched to a six- 
speed manual transmission (the only shift-it- 
yourself in its class), or a six-speed automatic. 
The result is a truck that can haul and tow 
up to 7,730 kilograms of trailer weight and 
up to 820 kilograms of tongue weight using a 
conventional Class V hitch. 

The turbo-diesel has a standard exhaust 
brake that uses the engine’s compression 


to help decelerate the vehicle. That means 
shorter stops and less brake wear. 

Another Cummins bonus is that the inter¬ 
val between oil changes is 24,000 kilometres. 

Still available is Chrysler’s venerable 
383-horsepower, 5.7-litre Hemi V8 with a 
seemingly light 400 pound-feet of torque. 

Now back to the 6.4. Previously an SRT 
exclusive in the car line, it’s optional in both 
the 2500 and 3500. The 6.4 delivers 410 horses 
and 429 pound-feet of torque. For maximum 
towing, a coil-sprung rear suspension with air 
bladders is available on 2500 models, while 
3500s use optional air springs integrated into 
the existing leaf-sprung suspension. 

Four-wheel-drive is available, but in the HD 
it has a disconnect feature that disengages 
the forward driveshaft from the transfer 
case when not needed, thus increasing fuel 
performance. 

Inside, owners will also appreciate the 
cab design, with a dashboard with avail¬ 
able touch screen controls (with redundant 
switches) for the communications and cli¬ 
mate control systems. - Wheelbase Media

STUNNING MAZDA6 INCLUDES MORE OPTIONS THIS MODEL YEAR 


Mazda should be praised for following 
through on its promises. While other auto¬ 
makers make statements about losing weight 
and then abandon them like it’s the third 
week of January, Mazda’s SkyActiv philoso¬ 
phy keeps turning out cars that are trimmer. 

From most angles, the Mazda6 is more 
expressive than the previous car and 
closely resembles Mazda’s Shinari and Talceri 
concept cars that revealed a new styling 
direction. The distance between the front 
and rear wheels was increased by about five 
centimetres (the longest among its direct 
competitors, claims Mazda) for extra pas¬ 


senger room, while overall length has been 
reduced by about the same amount. 

The only engine is a 2.5-litre, four-cylinder 
that generates 184 horsepower and 185 
pound-feet of torque. The uniqueness of this 
engine is its higher-than-usual 13:1 com¬ 
pression ratio that gives it much of its extra 
punch. In addition, its specialized compon¬ 
ents, including the pistons and direct fuel-in¬ 
jection system (which cools the combustion 
chambers to allow the higher compression), 
means it can run on regular-grade fuel.

The system’s compact capacitor stores energy 
from the alternator, then feeds it directly to 
the car’s numerous electrical components. 
Mazda claims the i-ELOOP cuts fuel consump¬ 
tion by about five per cent. - Wheelbase Media

Put Bill Belichick behind a 
microphone and he’s C-SPAN 
— minus the information. 

Pete Carroll is more like a 
Lifetime movie. Or, as defen¬ 
sive lineman Michael Bennett 
puts it, “He has that Benjamin 
Button effect 
on eveiyone.” 

The Super 
Bowl coaches 
approach 
their obliga¬ 
tions to the 
public and 
media from 
opposite 
ends. 

Belichick, 
coaching for his fourth cham¬ 
pionship in New England, is 
diy, offers little to no insight 
and rarely makes anyone 
laugh. Carroll, looking for his 
second straight title, is a high- 
fiving, fist-bumping extrovert 
who started one of his news 
conferences this week with a 
welcoming, “What’s up?!” 

Different styles have pro¬ 
duced similar results, though. 

Belichick is making his 


sixth Super Bowl appearance 
as a head coach and his Patri¬ 
ots are as close as there is to 
a dynasty in the current NFL. 
Carroll’s team is being men¬ 
tioned as a possible dynasty, as 
well, and that notion will only 
gain steam if the Seahawlcs 
win Sunday and become the 
first back-to-back champions 
since New England in 2003-04. 

Dissimilar as they are, they 


have both built their teams on 
a foundation of unflinching 
candour inside their locker 
and meeting rooms — a qual¬ 
ity Carroll brings to some of 
his public speaking, but one 
that Belichick eschews. 

“What you see on TV is

“They have 
similarities too, though. Their 
football IQ is way up there.

Oilers affiliate 
moving to coast 


AHL Edmonton 
among franchises 
to benefit with farm 
team closer to home 


Five NHL teams will soon 
have their top minor-league 
affiliates closer to them as the 
American Hockey League un¬ 
veiled a new Pacific Division 
that will begin next season. 

The Edmonton Oilers 
will have their AHL team 
in Bakersfield, the Calgary 
Flames in Stockton, the Los 
Angeles Kings in Ontario, the 
Anaheim Ducks in San Diego 
and the Sharks in San Jose. 

“We know that the players 
are going to benefit from the 
proximity of the teams,” Oil¬ 
ers president Kevin Lowe said 
at a news conference in San 
Jose. “This is going to enhance 
development.” 

Previously, the Oilers’ top 
minor-league team was in 
Oklahoma City, the Flames’ in 
Glens Falls, N.Y., the Kings’ in 
Manchester, N.H., the Ducks’

in Norfolk, Va., and the 
Sharks in Worcester, Mass. 

Calgary general manager 
Brad Treliving thanked fans in 
Glens Falls but acknowledged 
the difficulties of having an 
AHL team so far away. 

“I can tell you from hav¬ 
ing a team on the East Coast 
... those cross-country flights, 
dealing with a different time 
zone when you play a game 


Friday night and you need 
a guy in Saturday, there are 
challenges involved in it,” Tre¬ 
living said. 

This idea has been bandied 
about for several years. Ducks 
general manager Bob Murray 
said he and former GM Brian 
Burke talked about it as soon 
as they got to Anaheim. The 
Pacific Division is the first 
phase of tiying to geograph¬ 
ically balance out the AHL, 
which historically has been 
centred in the East. 

AHL president David An¬ 
drews called relocating five 
teams a complex process but 
one that “launches a new 
era for the American Hockey 
League and for professional 
hockey in California.” 

Edmonton to Bakersfield 
and Calgaiy to Stockton isn’t 
that close, but it’s an improve¬ 
ment. Lowe estimated that 
the AHL’s Condors will have 
about 20 to 25 extra practices 
per season than the Barons 
had in Oklahoma City, when 
the closest opponent was a 
six-hour bus ride away.
